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OBITUARIES 

William Forsyth, 80, IOWMC Charter Member #232, passed away February 25, 2010 in Nemacolin, Pennsylvania. 
He was born on July 4, 1929. We reported in the January, 2010 issue of Bunyan’s Chips that he was in a personal 
care facility and nothing further was known until I received his December, 2012 issue of Bunyan’s Chips back 
marked “deceased”. Nothing more is known. 


Henry F. Webster, Jr., 79, IOWMC member #2377, was born on June 24, 1932, in Kingman, Arizona and passed 
away on June 16, 2012 in Weatherford, Texas, a city 29 miles west of Forth Worth. Henry was a veteran of the 
Army and the Air Force and served for more than 20 years. He was an electrician. Henry enjoined collecting 
wooden money and hobo nickels and he was a member of IOWMC. Henry was a resident of a local nursing facility 
at the time of his death.

Carolina. The following is from her obituary: “Ernie was born in Belleville, New Jersey on May 19, 1916 and was 
employed by the Morris County Welfare Board in Morristown, NJ and then retired from Moretrench American 
Corp in Rockaway, NJ. In 1979 she moved to North Carolina where she was secretary at the Kirk of Kildaire 
Presbyterian Church from 1981-1984. As a member of Cary Presbyterian Church, she was treasurer for WOC and a 
member of Ruth Circle. Ernie was also a member of Triple F Group from the time of its inception in 1982 and 
served as secretary for 10 years. She served as Portrait Chairperson of the International Organization of Wooden 
Money Collectors for 4 years and was a member of the Swift Creek Exchangettes.” Her daughter sent me a note 
that said that her mom was introduced to wooden money collecting by an old family friend, Stan Brown, past 
president of IOWMC. She also said that her mom was an avid enthusiast of Bunyan’s Chips and was featured in 
‘Portraits of IOWMC - 1967-1994’. 


Lloyd Joseph Reiss, 75, IOWMC member #2481, passed away on December 7, 2012 after a brief illness. Lloyd 
was born in Milwaukee, Wisconsin and lived a good part of his life in Colorado before moving to Chandler, AZ. 
He was a veteran of the USAF and a proud member of the Sault Ste Marie Tribe of Chippewa Indians. Lloyd 
retired from the Chandler Unified School District and since that time has enjoyed travel, golf, horseshoes and 
spending time with his wife and many friends at Sunbird Golf Resort.

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MENASHA, WISCONSIN

Menominee, Fox, and Ho-Chunk Nation (Winnebago) Indians were early inhabitants of the area. In 1634, Jean 
Nicolet counseled and made peace with the Indians in the Fox River Valley. Two hundred years later the United 
States government established a settlement here. Both Neenah and Menasha were named by Mrs. Doty, wife of 
Judge James Duane Doty, an early governor of Wisconsin. The Indian name for water is "Nee-nah." Menasha is an 
Indian word meaning "The Island." The area was settled as early as 1835. The first permanent settler in Neenah 
was Harrison Reed in 1843. In 1848, Curtis Reed came as the first settler in Menasha. Curtis Reed saw visions of a 
great industrial city on the shore of the Fox River. He purchased land as a site for a city by borrowing funds from 
Harvey Jones. 

Menasha, with the adjoining city of Neenah on the south channel of the Fox River, forms a single economic and 
social unit with only an arbitrary line on Doty Island dividing the two cities, which In 1673 the French explorers 
Jacques Marquette and Louis Jolliet traveled southward down the Fox and through Lake Winnebago on their 
journey to the Mississippi River. 

Doty Island is located partially in Menasha and the city's name comes from the Winnebago word meaning 
"settlement on the island." Menasha is located at the mouth of the Fox River on the north end of Lake Winnebago 
approximately 100 miles north of Milwaukee and 30 miles south of Green Bay. The Fox River flows immediately 
adjacent to the downtown area, and the west and southeast borders are defined by Little Lake Butte des Morts and 
Lake Winnebago respectively. The city developed flour and later paper mills using the river’s waterpower and is a 
leading producer of paper products. Using power provided by the river, a pail factory was founded in Menasha in 
1849. By 1871 the Pail Factory had become the largest wooden ware maker in the Midwest, with 250 employees 
manufacturing products ranging from pails to tubs, churns, measures, butter tubs, fish kits, kannikins, keelers, and 
clothespins. By 1875 it was incorporated as the Menasha Corporation. In 1894 the founder's son, Charles R. Smith, 
merged the broom handle and barrel factory that he had founded with the Menasha Wooden Ware Company, 
creating the world's largest manufacturer of turned woodenware. Menasha shifted to paper -based packaging and 
material handling products in the 1920s and 1930s, earning its reputation as a "box maker." Today the Menasha 
Corporation is the third oldest privately held manufacturing company in the United States, with annual sales of 
over $1 billion. 

Menasha became a village in 1849 and was incorporated as a city in 1874. Menasha is home to the Barlow 
Planetarium and Weis Earth Science Museum, both housed at the University of Wisconsin-Fox Valley. 

The city of 17,353 is centrally located in the Fox Valley along with the cities of Appleton, Neenah and Fond du 
Lac. 

IOWMC junior member, Emily Bemowski, who joined IOWMC in January, 2012, calls Menasha home. 

The twin cities of Neenah and Menasha issued a 2” wooden nickel in black ink dated 1973-1974 and it is unique 
among wooden nickel issues, in that it commemorates the centennial of the incorporation of Neenah in 1873 and 
Menasha in 1874. 
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ALASKA WOODEN NICKELS 

Fairbanks Coin Club by Patricia Walker, club secretary

“Don’t take any wooden nickels” may be an old maxim but David Phillips, from Port Alberni, BC, Canada, has 
accepted hundreds and is looking for more. Mr. Phillips is one of just a few numismatists collecting wooden 
nickels made for use in the state of Alaska. He is the only one cataloging them. 

On June 5, he gave a very interesting overview on Alaskan wooden nickels to the Fairbanks Coin Club. His 
collection boasts nickels made for and distributed by private businesses (some now long forgotten), churches, 
community organizations, restaurants, and bars. Peak usage of these nickels was during pipeline construction days, 
the late 1960s to the early 1980s. 

David estimates that there are more than 1,600 different Alaskan wooden nickels. His personal collection 
contains about 1,100. Tokens are classified as “good for” tokens (good for a cup of coffee, a discount etc.) and as 
“advertising” tokens (vote for, buy at, etc.). 

David’s catalog contains pictures of each of his nickels, obverse and reverse, and descriptive text, organized by 
city/town. Pawn shops, antique shops, websites, and private individuals have all been sources for his collection. 

Towns on the limited Alaskan road system have more tokens in circulation than the remote Alaskan villages that 
are accessible only by air or water. Many of the business “good for” tokens, Dave noted, are never redeemed by the 
holders, thus giving business owners an extra source of income. 

The talk was enjoyed by the members and guests present. A number of questions were asked as members 
expressed interest in this area of numismatics. 

(Editor’s note. David Phillips has been collecting and cataloguing Alaskan wooden money for many years and I 
have been in contact with him for at least the last 5 years. He is not an IOWMC member but I opted to run this 
article because David is “out there promoting the collection of wooden nickels”.)

This left the merchants of the 
area unable to get change 
without traveling about 30 
miles over mountainous 
roads. After a meeting of the 
chamber of commerce, the 
local newspaper printed 
wooden money, the first of its 
kind in the United States. In 
1933, Blaine, Wash., issued 
round wooden coins when its 
bank failed. Eventually, 
wooden tokens were issued 
by retailers for promotional 
purposes or to commemorate 
an event. 

As for the warning against 
taking wooden currency, if the 
bank or retailer issuing the 
tokens failed, you were out a 
free item. If you took one at a 
fair and left before using the 
token, you would lose the 
value. 


HELP WANTED

I’m constantly working on entering new, previously unlisted official and semi-official wooden nickels into a 
supplement to the 2010 Guide Book. Along the way I find mistakes and I try to correct them. For example, during 
the writing of the 2010 edition I copied much of the 1995 edition and that included mistakes. Now I’m trying to 
edit out these mistakes but sometimes I can’t find information. One example is that in 1976 Bloomfield issued a 
wooden nickel for the US bicentennial. The problem is that this wood is listed under Bloomfield in Indiana, Iowa 
and Pennsylvania. Bloomfield, Indiana issued other woods in 1959 and 1974 while the Bloomfields in Iowa and 
Pennsylvania did not issue any other wooden nickels. I would be tempted to delete the listings in Iowa and 
Pennsylvania but, without confirmation, I won’t do this. I’m sure that collectors have found other duplicate listings. 
If you have any information which would help please let me know. 
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MERCED AND MODESTO SAMBO’S

Charlie Kappen in his initial book on California Trade Tokens contained a couple of pages of “Standard Types and 
Reverses” for Sambo's woods. It's been a great help to me over the years, just trying to sort out the different woods from 
my four county corner of California. However, he has a type listed, under Merced, CA (my adopted hometown now) that 
has always puzzled me, in the 25+ years I've been collecting trade tokens: 

Kappen 39. (Sambo's): MERCED (ov. ctr., bet. boy and tiger) - 8 (the '8' refers to the type, 
presumably, in his 2-pages of type illustrations at the back) However, when I get there it refers 
to "Type 8, Modesto. On oval ctr., obv: Sambo's Has It; boy to L., tiger to R." 

As far as 1 can recall, I have never seen a Sambo's wood with an "oval ctr" of any type (a few have had round center 
designs). Modesto, CA is also in my collecting area, and none of my examples from there fit this design description (and, 
in fact, Kappen doesn't have a design like that listed under Modesto, only under Merced) At one time I picked a 
collection of several hundred Sambo's woods, almost all from California, mostly of which I still have. Nothing like that 
among them. 

Bottom line: Does any of this ring a bell with you, in regard to all the woods that you've seen over time? If Sambo's 
hasn't been a focus at all, are you aware of anyone who still collects, or has an interest in, or has significant knowledge 
about Sambo's wood designs that might shed some light on what Kappen might have meant with this. I'd like to know if 
I'm chasing a ghost or is there really a (scarce) design type out there from my collecting area.

PRAIRIE VILLAGE, KANSAS

Shawnee, Osage, and Kansa Indians formerly owned the land now developed into the City of Prairie Village. As 
settlers and pioneers headed west, one family decided to make Prairie Village their home. In 1858, Thomas Porter 
bought 160 acres of farmland. Porter’s children were all raised on this farmland and were engaged in agricultural 
development and civic affairs. 

It wasn’t just the Porter family who helped to make Prairie Village home. Porter’s sister, Betty Porter, married 
Thompson A. Lewis who owned 80 acres between Mission and Roe. Henry Coppock arrived in Johnson County, in 
1857, before heading further west to work in freighting and farming. He came back in the mid- 1860s and bought land in 
1865. Coppock built his family home on 900 acres in Prairie Village. Coppocks’s home stood for 30 years. Now on his 
land is Homestead Country Club. 

The original Prairie School was built in 1882 and a new building was constructed in 1912. This landmark was a 
community treasure until 1990. 

In the 1940s, J.C. Nichols, an experienced developer, wanted to turn the farmland into suburban housing for soldiers 
returning home from the war. Nichols bought the farmland from the Porters, Coppocks, and Lewises. There were hurdles 
along the way including a lack of experienced builders post World War II, but this didn’t stop Nichols from pursuing his 
goal. After the successful development of the Country Club Plaza in Kansas City, Missouri, J. C. Nichols turned toward 
development of his native Johnson County, just a few miles from the Plaza. He had visions of transforming the rolling 
hills into a well-planned community of beautiful homes and neighborhood shopping centers. Construction of Prairie 
Village started in 1941 and by 1949 Mr. Nichols's dream became a reality when the City was named the best planned 
community in America by the National Association of Home Builders. Prairie Village continued to expand as the Prairie 
Village Shopping Center opened in 1947 and the Corinth Square Shopping Center opened in 1955. 

Prairie Village was the home to Robert F. Bennett, who served as Mayor of Prairie Village before going onto the 
Kansas State Senate and eventually becoming the Governor of Kansas in 1975. 

Now, Prairie Village is a bedroom community serving the needs of citizens and families living in the greater Kansas 
City metro area. Prairie Village is completely surrounded by other cities, sharing its eastern border, State Line Road, 
with Kansas City, Missouri. 

In 2005 Prairie Village was named one of the five best suburban cities in the region by the Kansas City Star. In 2006 
it was named one of the five most efficient cities in the entire region by the Kansas City Star. 

IOWMC member Jeffrey Lipsky, who joined IOWMC in July, 2012, makes Prairie Village, with a population of 
21,447, his home.

I nominate Fiscus, Iowa, population 7. 

On June 2, 1984 Fiscus, Iowa celebrated its centennial. 

Fiscus, a farming community which gets its postal service through Audubon, Iowa is located in the southwestern part 
of the state. 

This community of seven swelled to over 5,000 during the celebration and had a parade of 140 entries. 

The people attending the celebration came from 17 states and four foreign countries. It was a nice old-fashioned party 
and a good time was had by all. 

The centennial wood was issued with both Indian and Buffalo reverses.

BROCKTON, MASSACHUSETTS

Brockton is a city in Plymouth County , Massachusetts . In 1649, Ousamequin (Massasoit) sold the surrounding land, then 
known as Saughtucket, to Myles Standish as an addition to Duxbury. Brockton was part of this area, which the English renamed 
Bridgewater, until 1821, when it became the town of North Bridgewater. Its name changed in 1874, after a contentious process 
finally decided on naming it after Isaac Brock, after a local merchant heard of Brockville, Ontario, on a trip to Niagara Falls. 
The town of Brockton became a city on April 9, 1881. 

Farms gave way to factories, and Brockton became an epicenter of the shoe and textile industries, earning the name “Shoe 
City.” During the American Civil War, Brockton was America’s largest producer of shoes, and until the latter parts of the 20th 
century Brockton had a large shoe and leather products industry. At the dawn of the 20 th century, the city had a population of 
40,000; and more than 6,000 people were employed in over 100 separate shoe manufacturing entities. 

On October 1, 1883, Brockton became the first place in the world to have a three wire underground electrical system when 
Thomas Edison threw a switch to activate it. The City Theater opened on October 24, 1894, the first theater in the world to be 
tied into the three wire electrical system. On December 30, 1884, the first electrically operated fire station in the United States 
opened in Brockton. The department store Santa Claus appeared in Brockton in December 1890, when James Edgar, of Edgar's 
Department Store, suited up for the first time. On November 23, 2010, Brockton set the world record for the most Santa Hat 
wearers in one place at one time with 872 people participating in the event. 

Dubbed the City of Champions for its rich sports history, Brockton was the hometown of boxing greats Rocky Marciano and 
Marvin Hagler. Today, Campanelli Stadium, located on Feinberg Way, is home to the Brockton Rox. The team competes in the 
Can- Am independent baseball league. 

Named one of the Best Communities for Young People three times (2010, 2008, and 2005), Brockton is home to an award- 
winning public school system. Brockton High School, the largest high school in New England and one of the biggest in the 
nation, has more than 4,200 and has twice been named one of America’s Best High School’s by U.S. News & World Report. 
The City has also been home to Massasoit Community College for more than 40 years. 

Brockton also has a growing commercial base. In addition to convenient shopping destinations like Westgate Mall, there are 
also a variety of restaurants and eateries that offer a culinary tour of the world without straying too far from home. The 
Brockton Brightfields, located at East Union and Grove streets, is also one of the largest solar arrays in New England. 

IOWMC member Richard Hand, who joined IOWMC in February, 2012, makes Brockton, the seventh largest city in 
Massachusetts with a population of 93,810, his home. 

At some point in time in the past, Geno’s Giant Onion Rings issued a wooden nickel for the Brockton Fair, making it a 
semi-official wooden nickel. Nearby Plymouth issued a 2” official wooden nickel in 1970 to commemorate the 350 th 
anniversary of the landing of the Pilgrim’s and the Mayflower.

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HAL KINGERY 
By: Darrell Luedtke 

I mentioned in the March issue of Bunyan’s Chips that Hal Kingery had passed away. Here is an update. 

After I heard about his passing I made a LOT of telephone calls to the City of Winter, Township of Winter, Sawyer 
County Sheriffs office, County Coroner and a second cousin in New York. 

In talking to the second cousin, I learned a lot about Hal. He was born on January 7, 1928 in New York. He had 2 
older brothers who were 13 and 1 1 at the time. After his brothers left home Hal and his mom moved to Lake Geneva, 
Wisconsin where they lived until his mom died. Soon after, Hal moved to rural Winter, Wisconsin where he bought a 
house that was built in 1928 and was situated on 80 acres of forested land about 2 miles outside of town. Hal didn’t 
much care for the city life and avoided it. He cut and split wood for the woodburning stove that heated his house. He 
didn’t have a telephone so if you wanted to reach him you either had to write to him or visit him. He had an antique 
truck that got him into town for groceries and around to coin club meetings. In the winter Hal didn’t have his 
driveway plowed and it was far too long to shovel. Sometimes his mailbox would get plowed in and his mail couldn’t 
be delivered. It was then that he walked the 2 miles into town to pick up his mail at the post office and, while in town, 
he would take in a movie and pick up some groceries. Hal did a lot of hunting and fishing and enjoyed living in God’s 
country. Hal never married and liked it that way. 

I met Hal several times over the years. Hal always bid on every mail bid and he was rarely outbid. I know that he 
had a very large wooden nickel collection and it contained many hard to find woods. He was very proud of it. He not 
only collected wooden nickels, but also coins and tokens. Every month when he submitted his bids he included a 
personal letter about how cold or hot it was, how deep the snow was, how many deer were standing in his yard, how 
many and what kind of fish he had caught and so on. It was always a pleasure to read his letters. Hal loved to collect 
official and semi-official woods and had an extensive collection. He also collected woods from Wisconsin and New 
York and prized his collection of hand painted Jerome Bruce wooden nickels. He was a member of several coin clubs 
in the Winter area that issued wooden nickels over the years. As is commonly found in rural areas, small coin clubs 
were sometimes organized, only to merge with other clubs. Hal was a wealth of information and he gave me the 
history of the Amery, Arrowhead, Spooner and Fishbowl Wooden Nickel coin clubs which I will have to resurrect and 
include in a future issued of Bunyan’s Chips. 

In November Hal won several lots in the monthly mail bid and I sent them to him on December 1 st . Usually I 
received his check and bids for the next month’s mail bid around the 25 th of the month but December and January 
came and went. In February I used the internet to check on him and found a brief note of his passing on a mortuary 
website. I made a call to the mortuary and they couldn’t tell me anything further. I then called the village of Winter, 
population 233, and they referred me to the Township of Winter. They, in turn, referred me to the Sawyer County 
Sheriffs office. After several calls I reached an investigator stated that Hal’s home had burned down and he had some 
of Hal’s belongings in an evidence locker. I then made some more calls and reached the Sawyer County’s Coroner. 
He stated that on Christmas night Hal’s house caught fire and burned to the ground. The fire was so hot that Hal’s 
remains were not retrieved until December 27 th , at which time he was pronounced dead - hence his date of death is 
listed as December 27, 2012. It is thought that his trusty dog perished with him. Nothing from the house was saved. 
As for the evidence locker, Hal had an out-building that contained his tools and that is all that was saved. The fire 
apparently started with a wood burning stove. 

In early January the post office notified the Sawyer County Sheriffs office that there was unclaimed mail for Hal 
at the post office. A letter from his second cousin in New York revealed family ties. From her they found a niece and 
2 nephews that had never had contact with Hal but, because Hal didn’t have a will, stand to inherit what remains of 
the estate through probate. 

If you ever were fortunate enough to receive a letter from Hal you would note that he always signed his letters 
“The Wisconsin Chip”. He issued a wooden nickel once upon a time that also referred to himself as “The Wisconsin 
Chip”. He belonged to IOWMC, DWMC, POWMC and WWMC. 

The hobby has lost not only a great wooden money collection, but a great collector who lived his life the way he 
wanted to in God’s country. May you rest in peace Hal. You will be missed by many.

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TRIP REPORT - NEW HAMPSHIRE ATB QUARTER LAUNCH

Thursday February 21’ 2013 a few of us from the Nashua, New Hampshire Coin Club (NCC) traveled north to 
Plymouth State University (PSU) which hosted the sight of the America the Beautiful (ATB) White Mountain 
National Forest Quarter Launch and Coin Exchange. This 2013 NH launch was the sixteenth release in the US Mints 
ATB Program that will run until 2021. It features a reverse design by Phebe Hemphill that depicts Mount Chocorua, 
the eastern most peak of the Sandwich Range, framed by birch trees. The Honorable Bob Fritsch (IOWMC past 
president and member L50), who was a member of the original selection committee, went up the day prior to attend 
an evening round table. Thursday morning NCC members Cliff Lo Verme, Jack Hoadley, Charlie Dube and I 
(IOWMC member R2468) met President Brian Maxfield and joined Bob F for the 10:30 am ceremony at PSU’s 
Hanaway Theatre. The venue a 665 seat proscenium theatre was full by start time but I would say that 90% of those in 
attendance were local area students who were bused in for the event. Bob F with his vast connections reserved us 
front row seats making us feel like dignitaries. Also of note in the front row were representatives of both NH Senators 
Shaheen and Ayotte. Also appropriately pointed out, in the front row as well was NH resident, frequently published, 
and numismatic authority Q. David Bowers. 

Just prior to the ceremony there was plenty of picture taking and quite a few of our NCC elongated coins (EC’s) 
were passed out. The Plymouth Elementary School Band provided the pre-event music, and the Campton Elementary 
School handled the Pledge of Allegiance. The National Anthem was sung by a PSU student whose name I forgot to 
write down but should have, cause as both Charlie and Jack said it was one of the finest renditions any of us had ever 
heard. Speakers in order of appearance were Master of Ceremonies Bill Dauer White Mountain National Forest 
Technical Team Leader, Congresswoman Ann Kuster, Representative of Senator Shaheen, Representative of Senator 
Ayotte, and featured speakers’ Tom Wagner White Mountain National Forest Supervisor, Dick Peterson Director of 
the United States Mint, and Maggie Hassan Governor of New Hampshire. Director Peterson, who lived in NH for a 
couple years after leaving the service, conveyed memorable sentiments from his time spent living, traveling and 
skiing throughout area. 

Each of the students in attendance was given a 2” round plastic box type holder compliment of the US Mint. 
Immediately after the ceremony the students were given a new quarter free of charge. As well all were allowed to take 
part in the Coin Exchange where you could exchange cash for rolls of the quarters at face value. Bob F was able to 
amass well more than the 10 roll limit which he wasted little time putting some into circulation. After we loaded up on 
rolls we caravanned up the highway several exits to the Campton Post Office which was providing first day 
cancellations on anything you could put in front of them. The group of us was talking in the post office lobby with 
other coin enthusiasts, and again passed out some EC’s and wooden nickels. From there we traveled back down the 
highway to Plymouth where we had lunch at the Main Street Diner, a 1946 Worcester Streamliner train car design, 
which was voted a NH #1 Diner by Yankee Magazine. The diner car had an additional room out back which we made 
our home for the hour or so we were there. Again Bob F helped circulate more coins to a family dining nearby and 
included a few extra quarters as part of our server Courtney’s tip. Charlie was pretty pleased with his rarely indulged 
in BLT and the rest of us were more than satisfied with our varied lunch choices. 

Leaving the diner a few of us stopped at the Plymouth Post Office diagonally across the street but only I took 
advantage of their commemorative postal cancellation offering. I had them cancel my 5-3/4” ATB-NH quarter 
wooden nickel produced by Alpine Engraving, Jackson NH. Before we left town we had a bit of a time finding the 
newly created Museum of the White Mountains located on campus. When we walked up to the front door we were 
disappointed that the sign reflected it would open 2 days later on the 23rd. Well next time we’ll at least know where it 
is. 

In summary, I would say a great time was had by all of us and having the club so well represented was impressive 
to say the least. The next coin launch within driving distance will have to be another club roundtrip for sure. If you 
haven’t attended a coin launch we look forward to having you along for what I can only say will be a very memorable 
occasion that will provide fond memories for years to come.

On the perimeter is “Rodger Gudith, President” 
followed by his phone number, and “Good for a coffee or soda.”

Mr. George Camp, #C-55 reports. An old time collector of specialties had told him the following: Discs were cut, much like 
slicing off a broom handle which then went through a process much like paper manufacturing whereby the wood is softened to a 
pulp like material. Following this they were rinsed with clear water, then in alcohol. They were then put through a steam driven 
coining press with dies engraved like coin dies. The major difference was that the "planchets" were steamed in scalding water to 
keep them soft and pliable. They were next put in drying ovens, weighted with heavy timber to prevent the wood nickels from 
warping. After drying they were hand dipped in the various dyes for color. 

On these items ‘in relief it is not now known who the manufacturer was nor why or who issued these wooden nickels at the 
Century of Progress in 1933 and 1934. 

Could it also be that these items were made from finely ground wood and molded? See the ‘Token and Medal Society Journal’, 
Vol. 11, No. 1, page 8 under the heading ‘Notes On Some Materials Little Used For Medals and Tokens’ by Edgar Heyl. 

C-55 also advises that of the several thousand wooden nickels he has had, the only other noticed ‘in relief were issued by a 
liquor firm in at least 50 and 100 pieces. He is not sure but believes it was “Old Drum.” 
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All ‘CP’ numbers, except the suffix letters, are credited to Mr. Nathan N. Eglit for his listing of this material in the journals of the 
‘Token and Medal Society’ in - 

Vol.5, No.4, page 106 in the August and October issues. 

Vol.7, No.5, page 139 of the November issue.

THE STORY OF HIGHSPIRE, PENNSYLVANIA 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, December 1971 

The town's name must be subjected to a test between legend versus fact. The theory that river men named it after a church 
steeple that guided them like a modern range light, seems both logical and plausible. Unfortunately, no one has been able to 
prove that any such a tall spire existed. 

That leaves a more prosaic explanation that the two Germans, Barnes and Dochterman, who laid the streets and alleys 
named it for their native town of Speyerd or Speyers. This is a more satisfactory theory even if it does raise a question about the 
word "high." 

Long before the name Highspire appeared on any map, the area bustled with life and activities, centering about transportation 
and two principal products — lumber and whiskey. 

In turn, the town has been on the four chief arteries of transportation, the Lancaster to Harrisburg pike, the Susquehanna river, 
the Pennsylvania Canal and the Pennsylvania Railroad. So it seems fitting that today the headquarters of Pennsylvania's 
superhighways should be in Highspire. 

In 1763, Col. James Burd, an officer in the provincial militia, built what even today would be called a mansion. His huge stone 
house stood on a hill overlooking the lower end of Modern Highspire. It is unlikely that the colonel would have built in 
an isolated area but there are no records of other buildings at the time. It was the year that Pennsylvania militiamen and soldiers 
from other colonies were supporting the British regulars in the successful campaign to wrest control of Canada from the 
French. 

Twelve years later, the year the Revolution began, one Hollingsworth built a grist mill which went through fire and a 
number of ownerships but survives today as the Wheatena mills. 

From 1796 the community, which was to become our town, took on increased importance as a key port in the lumber industry. 
Logs from up river saw mills were joined into huge rafts and floated down the Susquehanna, but just below Middletown a 
series of falls and rapids made navigation dangerous. 

This barrier was overcome when a group of men became trained to steer the rafts through the treacherous water just 
as pilots today bring ships into ocean harbors. Headquarters for these pilots was a large white house built on the river 
bluff at the end of what now is White House Lane. The pilots rode the rafts to Marietta and then returned to the White 
House for new assignments. Years later, river traffic was still so brisk that the Pennsylvania Railroads Columbia 
branch put on a special train just to return the pilots from Marietta. 

Next to lumber, whiskey was the most important product for the river traffic. Farmers in the surrounding areas converted 
their grain into whiskey and it was shipped by boat to Havre de Grace and Baltimore. In 1823 Robert Wilson built a distillery 
at the river end of Lumber Street. Within a few years the Highspire trademark was well known over the eastern United States. The 
prohibiton amendment to the federal constitution finally ended the almost century old business. 

Highspire, in 1832, became an important town on the Pennsylvania canal which was owned and operated for years by the state. 
The canal cut through the town and crossed Second Street at Roop Street. 

Just before the Civil War the state sold the canal to the Pennsylvania Railroad. Two rest homes for the canalmen were 
opened in the town. The railroad formally abandoned the canal in 1901, and some of the land was filled in for streets and 
building sites. 

The year 1814 in which Highspire was “born”, was an eventful year both for the United States and Europe. 
Although our story began officially in 1814, legally the area on which the town stands was still a part of Swatara township. In 
1840, the township was split into two sections and Highspire became part of Lower Swatara township. 

In 1867, the legislature incorporated Highspire into a borough but rescinded the action at the next session. In 1903, the 
legislature again incorporated Highspire into a borough which is still its political status.

At the Central States Numismatic Society’s annual coin show in Schaumburg, Illinois my exhibit “The Wonderful

at the CSNS show. 

I hope that you all have a safe summer. If you’re on a picnic remember to keep cold things cold and hot things hot. 
Never leave cooked items unrefrigerated for more than 1 hour. Never put cooked meats on plates that had contained 
raw items (cross-contamination). Always wash your hands with soap and water after handling raw items. If in doubt, 
throw it out. Always rinse your fruits and vegetables (especially tomatoes, cucumbers and cantaloupes) in a solution 
consisting of 1 cap of bleach to 1 gallon of water to kill bacteria. 

As I mentioned last month, spring has finally arrive here in the upper Midwest after an all too-long winter. We 
have had a lot of rain lately and it is difficult to get the grass cut between showers. I finally got my garden planted - 2 
months later than last year! Farmers are finally able to plant their fields and they, also, had their crops in the ground 
by late March last year. Canneries are hurting because peas needed to be planted by mid- April and they can’t due to 
the water that sat in the fields.

THE WHITEWORKER AND N.S.W.P.P.

In March, 2013 member Bob Gabriel sent me a wooden nickel that actually had a doubled obverse and error reverse. 
The obverse was difficult to make out but it read in part “THE WHITEWORKER, N.S.W.P.P., Milwaukee”. As I added 
this wood to my Wisconsin collection I wondered what The Whiteworker and NSWPP were so I did a search on the 
internet. Here’s what learned. 

In March 1959, George Lincoln Rockwell founded the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists, a name 
selected to denote opposition to state ownership of property. In December, the name was changed to the American Nazi 
Party. 

On January 1, 1967, Rockwell announced the party's next stage of development. He officially changed the name of 
the American Nazi Party to the National Socialist White People’s Party (NSWPP). 

On August 25, 1967, Rockwell was killed by gunshots while leaving a laundromat in Arlington, Virginia. A half hour 
later a former member of Rockwell's group was arrested as the suspected murderer. 

Matthias Koehl Jr., known as Matt Koehl, was born January 22, 1935 in Milwaukee of Hungarian immigrants of 
German descent, he studied journalism at the University of Wisconsin-Milwaukee and served in the U.S. Marine Corps. 
He joined the American Nazi Party in 1960. 

As deputy commander, in August 1967 Koehl succeeded the assassinated George Lincoln Rockwell as 'Commander' 
of the National Socialist White People's Party. Koehl renamed the organization “New Order” in 1983. 

At one time the National Socialist White People’s Party published The White Worker, “the content within cannot be 
found anywhere else and every White Racialist American will find it useful as well”. 

(Writer’s comment: I most certainly do not condone the Nazi Party but, in obtaining this wood, I learned something 
about Milwaukee that I didn’t know before.)

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HUDSON’S BAY COMPANY 
Information compiled by: Darrell Luedtke 


(The earliest form of token for the Hudson Bay Company was reportedly wooden, for which I cannot find any references. This is 
for the benefit of coin and token collectors, historians and, especially, our Canadian members.) 

The Hudson's Bay Company, abbreviated HBC, or "The Bay" is the oldest commercial corporation in North America and one of 
the oldest in the world. The company was incorporated by English royal charter in 1670 as The Governor and Company of 
Adventurers of England trading into Hudson's Bay and functioned as the de facto government in parts of North America before 
European states and later the United States laid claim to those territories. 

In the 17th century the French had a monopoly on the Canadian fur trade. However, two French traders, Pierre-Esprit Radisson 
and Medard des Groseilliers, learned from the Cree that the best fur country was north and west of Lake Superior and that there was 
a "frozen sea" still further north. Correctly guessing that this was Hudson Bay, they sought French backing for a plan to set up a 
trading post on the Bay, thus reducing the cost of moving furs overland. But, the recently appointed French Secretary of State, Jean- 
Baptiste Colbert, was trying to promote farming in the colony and was opposed to exploration and trapping. 

Radisson and des Groseilliers approached a group of businessmen in Boston, Massachusetts to help finance their explorations. 
The Bostonians agreed on the plan's merits, and brought the two to England to elicit financing. In 1668, the English commissioned 
two ships, the Nonsuch and the Eaglet , to explore possible trade into Hudson Bay. The Nonsuch was commanded by Captain 
Zachariah Gillam and accompanied by des Groseilliers, while the Eaglet was commanded by Captain William Stannard and 
accompanied by Radisson. On 5 June 1668, both ships left port at Deptford, England, but the "Eaglet" was forced to turn back off the 
coast of Ireland. The Nonsuch continued to the southern portion of James Bay, where its explorers founded Fort Rupert at the mouth 
of the Ruupert River. Both the fort and the river were named after the sponsor of the expedition, Prince Rupert of the Rhine. After a 
successful trading expedition over the winter of 1668-9, the Nonsuch returned to England. 

The Governor and Company of Adventurers of England Trading into Hudson's Bay was incorporated on 2 May 1670, with a royal 
charter from King Charles II. The charter granted the company a monopoly over the Indian Trade, especially the fur trade, in the 
region watered by all rivers and streams flowing into Hudson Bay in northern Canada. The area was called Rupert’s Land after 
Prince Rupert, the first director of the company and a first cousin of King Charles. This region constitutes 1.5 million square miles 
(3.9xl0 6 km 2 ) in the drainage basin of Hudson Bay, comprising over one-third the area of modern day Canada and stretching into the 
north central United States. The specific boundaries were unknown at the time. Rupert's Land would eventually be Canada's largest 
land purchase in the 1800s. 

The HBC established six posts on Hudson Bay: on James Bay: Rupert House (1668, southeast), Moose Factory (167 3, south) and 
Fort Albany, Ontario (1679, west); and on the western shore of Hudson Bay proper: Fort Severn (1689), York Factory (1684) and 
Fort Churchill (1717). Inland posts were not built until 1774. After that date York Factory became the main post because of its 
convenient access to the vast interior waterway systems of the Saskatchewan and Red rivers. Called "factories" (because the "factor," 
i.e., a person acting as a mercantile agent did business from there), these posts operated in the manner of the Dutch fur trading 
operations in New Netherlands. 

During the spring and summer, First Nations and Metis trappers did the vast majority of the animal trapping and pelt preparation. 
They travelled by canoe and walking, being received at the fort to sell their pelts. In exchange they typically received metal tools and 
hunting gear, often imported by the company from Germany, the centre of inexpensive manufacturing in that era. 

In its trade with native peoples, the Hudson's Bay Company exchanged wool blankets, called Hudson’s Bay point blankets, for 
the beaver pelts trapped by aboriginal hunters. The number of indigo stripes (aka points) woven into the blankets identified its 
weight and size. An occasional misconception is that the number of stripes is related to its value in beaver pelts. 

During the 1820s and 1830s, HBC trappers were deeply involved in the early exploration and development of Northern 
California. Company trapping brigades were sent south from Fort Vancouver, along what became known as the Siskiyou Trail, into 
Northern California as far south as the San Francisco Bay Area. These trapping brigades in Northern California faced serious risks, 
and were often the first to explore relatively uncharted territory. 

Between 1820 and 1870, HBC issued its own paper money. The notes, denominated in pounds sterling, were printed in London 
and issued at the York Factory, Fort Garry and the Red River Colony. 

The legacy of the HBC has been maintained in part by the detailed record-keeping and archiving of material by the company. 
Before 1974, the records of the HBC were kept in the London office headquarters. The HBC opened an Archives department to 
researchers in 1931. In 1974, the Hudson's Bay Company Archives were transferred from London to the Canadian office in 
Winnipeg.

HISTORY OF LOUISVILLE, NEBRASKA 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1972, by Gelvin F. Leeper 
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The historical beginning of Louisville is entwined with the early history of the astern border of the county. The ferry that 
was established at Plattsmouth, Nebraska provided a crossing for the immigrants to cross Cass County on their way to the new 
found lands and to the "gold fields". The long wagon trains passed through Louisville. Some of these immigrants passed on 
through while others stayed, pioneering for the future town. Stories passed along with the offspring reveal many instances of 
Indians camping on the bluffs of the Platte River and of their many visits to the pioneer homes begging for food. The Indians 
farmed the area many years before the arrival of the white man. 

Prior to the very early settlers, an Indian trader, Gardner Powers, had a vision. On August 18, 1857 he, as president of the 
Town Company of Louisville, registered the first plat of Louisville at Plattsmouth, Cass County, Nebraska Territory. His plat 
was a perfect dream of a booming industrial town. His observation of limestone, timber, gravel and many other natural 
resources stimulated his visions and his plat revealed much thought in a growing community. His dream never materialized, as 
the town laid in wait for a new man to recognize the potential of the natural resources of the area and sell the idea to the 
public, From Ohio came such a man. A Captain of the Civil War and a German by birth, John T.A. Hoover, known as Captain 
Hoover to all who knew him, became known as the "Founder of Louisville. 

In 1865 he was elected a member of the Territorial Legislature, and served from 1865 to 1866. He was instrumental in 
getting free school laws passed and introduced a bill which* carried, authorizing the erection of three new school houses, one 
being in the town of Louisville. In 1867 he constructed the first Post Office. In 1857-70 Capt. Hoover was influential in 
getting the Burlington a Missouri River Railway through Louisville. With this new found means of transportation to carry the 
manufactured and natural products, Louisville-began to grow. 

The town was re-surveyed by M. Willsey and the plat filed for the record on March 1, 1872, 

By 1882 the Missouri Pacific Railroad had reached Louisville from the north. The inhabitants had reached 500 and the 
town was flourishing. Louisville boasted of the only stoneware manufacturing works in the state, using clay from the nearby 
pits. Outside the town was the Fire Brick Works, and also the Louisville Stone Crushing Works, employing a large number of 
men and doing a booming business. It was at about this time that the famous Stout House was built and limestone from this 
area was shipped away to be used in construction of many buildings. The Louisville Courier came into existence in this period. 
The early years of 1890 saw the sand pits being put into use and more natural resources were used. In November of 1912 the 
Kahler Pottery Co. came into being and over the years to follow, some of the finest pottery was produced there. In the summer 
of 1927 construction began on the Ash Grove Lime Portland Cement Company. Ash Grove continues to be one of the largest 
industries in the town. 

The dreams of two men have materialized into a reality and the dreams of yesteryears are, now monuments to the ideals of 
the pioneers who had faith in the land and the future. 

On August 5, 1972, Louisville and its citizens will celebrate their 100th anniversary. In commemoration of the event and 
the, memories of those pioneer days a large size wooden dollar has been issued. On the centennial dollar is a view of 
Louisville, as seen from just across the Platte River to the North. The smoking stacks from the cement plant are in evidences 
are the rolling hills to the south. Above the stacks is the inscription, "Beautiful City on the Banks of the Platte". 


KITCHENER, CANADA 1854 - 1954 
First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1976 by Wayne Dennis 

The small broom stock wooden nickel issued by the City of Kitchener is described as follows: The obverse depicts 
Kitchener as the "City of Talent." A young couple in old time dress is shown facing in Gothic Archway, the approach to 
which has two steps. On either side of this are the years 1854-1954 and around the top is the inscription "City of Kitchener" 
and at either side of the steps, at the bottom, are the dates of the Centennial Celebration, June 27- July 3. In front of the couple 
and above the steps is a cog-wheel full of articles representing talents; for music— there is a violin, for art— an artist's brush, for 
literature— a pen, for the theatre— the masks of joy, winter sports— a hockey stick, summer sports — a baseball bat, science is 
symbolized by a hydroelectric high tension steel tower, and of course, the cogwheel itself signifies industry. The reverse has a 
large five separating the years 1854-1954 with the word souvenir below it. The legend Kitchener Centennial curved around 
the top names, the occasion, the value, wooden nickel around the bottom names the souvenir. These are all one inch, round, 
natural wood with incused printing and 50,000 pieces were issued. Isn't it amazing what you can see when you take time to 
study a piece of wood through a magnifying glass, regardless of its size?

DAIRY QUEEN 
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SAMBO CHIP PATTERN PIECE UNUSUAL 
By Joy Parrish, Reprinted from Bunyan’s Chips, April, 1973 

Once in a great while someone, either a member of the advertising agency, a collector of wooden money, or an employee of the 
Sambo's Restaurants organization presents a newly conceived idea for a coffee chip design. Such was the case for a piece presented 
for consideration in 1971. The Merced, California restaurant named on the pattern piece features the familiar Sambo phrase 
“Pleasing You Pleases Us” in a semi-circle across the top and the word Merced in large block letters is on the lower edge. The cen- 
ter of the chip is very different from the general issues, It is centered with an oval declaring that “Sambo's Has It”, and at the left 
end of the oval is a miniature likeness of little Sambo with his trusty tiger friend occupying the opposite end of the oval. 

The City of Merced is located in the San Joaquin Valley in central California along highway 99, and is the principal western 
entrance to the Yosemite National Park for travelers from the north. It is a nationally recognized agricultural area with beautiful 
clear Yosemite Lake covering over 400 acres just 7 miles from the city. There are about 25,000 residents in the city, and summers 
are very busy with visitors who come to enjoy the boating, swimming and picnic facilities in, and around the city. Along with the 
recreational facilities, visitors are also welcomed by Manager, Wendell Weifenbach to Sambo's Restaurant located in the modern 
Merced Mall. 

To my knowledge there are only two of these unusual pattern pieces. Sambo's Department of Marketing determined that this 
particular pattern was not acceptable because the figures of Little Sambo and his Tiger were not prominently featured on the issue. 
The reverse of this pattern piece carries the regular restaurant design with the word at being in the small script lettering, and the 
other letters being printed in large block letters, and the familiar Sambo’s being printed in large script.

CALVERT CITY, KENTUCKY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, March 1973, by Joy Parrish 

Collectors of wooden money, especially those specializing in centennial issues, were able to add some very 
interesting pieces to their collections when Calvert City, Kentucky celebrated their 100 th anniversary in 1971. The 
three day event took place on June 18, 19 and 20 th and each day was filled with an array of exciting events, including 
a big centennial parade the opening evening, and adding color to the festivities of the first day was the big fireworks 
show. Saturday the second day offered a golf tournament, kids carnival, muzzle loading gun shoot, and the evening 
ended with centennial committee sponsoring the annual centennial ball. Aside from a sky jumpers exhibition on 
Sunday, the last day of the centennial celebration was a series of musical presentations that featured a concert by the 
Fort Campbell Band, an old timers fiddler's contest, and ended in the evening with an old fashioned revival sing- 
along. So many of the events were planned to include Calvert City residents rather than participants from other areas, 
therefore giving friends and neighbors a chance get to know each other better. The city's own mayor, His Honor Hr. 
William J. Colburn served as the Centennial chairman, and a Calvert City pioneer and City Councilman, Mr. Luther 
Draffer was named the honorary chairman, with most of the city officials serving on a committee of some sort. 

The busy little area in and around Calvert City is located in Marshall County near the world famous Kentucky lake. 
The city has a population of about 2650, and many descendants of the early pioneers and settlers are still residing in 
Calvert City. The beautiful old home of the Draffer family was built in 1860, and was originally built by P.W. 
Calvert. The city got its name from a railroad shipping station on lay owned by P.W. Calvert. He offered to donate a 
right-of-way across his land to the Paducah and Elizabethtown Railroad, and when his offer was accepted they built a 
station and called it Calvert City. This newly formed area became an incorporated city on March 18, 1871, and John 
Taylor, a busy local blacksmith was elected as the first mayor. Today Calvert City is a busy little hometown with 
many industrial and business establishments including a B.F.Goodrich Store, G.A.F. Corp., Powell Coal Company, 
Western Auto Store, and Rendlemans Jewelry, just to name a few, who have joined, in to make this hometown a nice 
place to reside. Their schools, their industry, their many churches, and their people make this a city with a past to be 
proud of, and a future with great promise to look forward to. Their centennial wooden nickels carry a very appropriate 
slogan “Unlimited Future”. The obverse of the chips show an abbreviated photo of an old train heading one direction, 
and a new modern engine heading in to opposite direction, and carry the legend Calvert City Centennial in a circle 
around the trains and carry the centennial dates 1871-1971. The reverse side carries the familiar Indian head likeness 
and the notation Wooden Nickel. There are many small cities, as well as large ones with great historical backgrounds, 
but not too many of them equal this small little village that’s a typical “Hometown USA”, and these nice wooden 
nickels served to advertise their colorful and exciting centennial, as well as add interesting items to wooden money 
collections.

Mails are slow for packages and it takes time to print woods. 

Round woods that are mailed should be protected by a thick piece of cardboard or a piece of a plastic 
"bubble" envelope or they may be broken by machines that process the mail. Flat woods need little protection 
and are rarely broken in the mail. 

The bright metallic colors printed on woods, made from a thin foil paper on which the hot stamped process 
is used, are available from Canadian wood printers. The Old Time Wooden Nickel Company uses colored inks 
to print their woods. 

You might want to order several hundred of the stock designs and then add your name and year to the 
woods now and in the future.

THE KING OF WOODEN MONEY

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WOODEN MONEY 



A new member happened across a pin-back and a couple wooden nickels that had “Clarence Kramer” and “King 
of Wooden Money” on them and he asked what this was all about. For the new members, as well as to refresh the 
memory of some old-timers, I went back into my archives and came across a Bunyan’s Chips dated October, 1974 to 
find the answer. The article follows. 

Wendell & Thelma Morningstar brought together most of the world’s leading Wooden Money Collectors in order to 
have the World's First All Wooden Money Convention on August 2,3,&4, 1974. Barnum & Bailey coined the phrase 
The Greatest Show On Earth", but that was long before our 10 th annual convention that featured the World's First 
ALL Wooden Money Convention with what I believe to be the greatest numismatic show of any kind that the public 
has ever witnessed.

WELLSVILLE, OHIO - MORGAN’S RAID 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1972, by Ruby Threlkeld 

In 1963 a semi-official wooden piece was issued to commemorate the 100 th anniversary of Morgan's Raid on Wellsville, Ohio. 
This piece is cardboard and was my first 'flat' added to my wood collection. On the obverse is a picture of General John H. Morgan 
and a freight train known as "The General." 

Wellsville was known for its freight and passenger service. Also as an active river port and underground railroad station before the 
Civil War. Today it has approximately 7,000 population. Its main industry today is commercial china and artware. 

During the Civil War, General Morgan led troops into Wellsville. They plundered homes and stables of farmers and city dwellers. 
They worked night and day to free Confederate prisoners of war. They destroyed the railroad tracks so supplies could not be 
transported to other areas. After being captured, Morgan's men were jailed. This was not long because they soon tunneled their way 
to freedom. 

The "Little "General" has a final resting place in Wellington, Ohio. The wood commemorating this event is better known as 
"Invasion Money". On its reverse is pictured Morgan's Monument and the Whittaker House. 


COSTLY NEW AREA CODE: READ AND PASS ALONG

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TWO GUNS ARIZONA MONEY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1971, by Joy Parrish 


“The World's Fair in 1999!” This is the slogan, project and aim of the energetic Chamber of Commerce of the colorful western 
outpost of Two Guns, Arizona. This unique bit of old western civilization has a long and varied history, in its past, and an equally 
long and varied history projected for its future. It is located in northern Arizona near the City of Flagstaff with the first recorded his- 
torical legends dating back to 1868 when 

the famous frontiersman, Kit Carson helped an old mountaineer, Herman Wolf, known as “Big Wolf’ established a trading post 
there in the Navaho Indian country near the area of the Diablo Canyon. Plans for the future development and preservation of this 
desert village not only includes the far reaching World's Fair project, but the Chamber of Commerce under the direction of general 
manager, Ben F. Dreher, is laying the groundwork for the establishment of an Indian museum to insure the arts and cultures of the 
southwestern Indians a permanent home. The collection of Indian artifacts and relics will be linked with the modern day momentos 
to form a most interesting and educational exhibition. 

Another interesting feature this wayside village has to offer is an extensive tour of the surrounding area. The trek includes a 
journey back through the sands of time to the historical site of the bloody massacre of over 40 Apaches by the raiding Navaho 
Braves, and a look into the 1920 era when a prosperous trading post and desert zoo was operated by Indian Miller where the area 
Indians could trade or sell their hand made wares. Today some of these same carefully made articles are being seen for sale in the 
present Two Guns Trading Post. Of interest to historical artifacts, exonumist material and wooden money of America, collectors is 
the wooden money issued from this unusual place. In the year of 1967 the first set was issued, and consisted of one wooden buck, 
which is two inches in diameter and 1/8 inch in thickness. The obverse shows the bald eagle in regal pose so familiar to United 
States coinage with the inscription E Pluribus Unum. The outer border of the coin bears the words "One Dollar Face Value" across 
the top and “Two Guns, Arizona” on the lower edge. The reverse shows two crossed long barreled "Colts" and the legend signifies 
that the coin was issued in 1967 and could actually be redeemed anywhere in Two Guns, Arizona. It is called “Two Guns Money” 
on the coin, and is an attractive addition to any wooden money collection. The other coin in the set is a wooden quarter painted 
desert gold with the reverse featuring an Indian Brave with a majestic feather head dress and bearing the name “Two Guns, 
Arizona”, and states, that the piece is “One Quarter”, and issued in the United States of America. The obverse has a pattern closely 
related to the dollar piece with the date and amount “Twenty- five Cents” inscribed along the lower edge. Those issued in 1967 are 
the first of a dated series to be issued by the trading post, and there were 1,000 of the dollar coins struck, and about 7,500 of the gold 
colored quarters printed. As the series progressed, in 1968 the dollar piece was changed from the natural colored wood to a shiny 
silver wooden dollar. The pattern remained the same with only the color and the date being changed. The quarters remained 
identical to the 1967 issue, except for the date being changed. The 1969 set of two coins were identical to the previous set, except 
the year had been changed to note it was the 1969 issue, and added to the lower edge of the coins an advertisement for the 1999 
World's Fair. The campaign slogan is printed just below the crossed guns on the obverse of the coins. Most of the 1969 issues were 
stamped with a darker and more durable ink. Up to, and including the 1969 issue, only black ink had been used, but when the 1970 
series was printed, the big dollar took on a complete new look. Not only was the printing done in .a bright cardinal red, but the 
obverse of the coin is painted a glittering silver, and the reverse is a desert gold, however, it is not the same gold tone that the earlier 
quarters are, it is a brighter gold, and with the red printing it is a very striking coin. The obverse states that it is a one dollar piece 
and good for face value in Two Guns, Arizona, and it also carries the “World's Fair Site 1999” slogan, These pieces are widely 
circulated in many wooden money collections, and are creating a lot of interest in this little western outpost. On the reverse side 
across the top of the dollar coin is the. statement “Good anytime, Anywhere in”, and across; the bottom of the piece are the words 
“Two Guns, Ariz. 1970” with an added attraction. These coins were issued to honor the world's fair in Osaka, Japan, and just under 
the Two Guns wording is the statement “The Big Year for Osaka, Japan”. Along with the bright dollar piece is the quarter, also with 
a new look. 1970 quarters are worded exactly like the dollar except for the denomination, and are issued in a copper, or bronze 
colored wood. The ink is still black on the quarters, and seems to be much darker than the previous issues. 

Along with the idea of the 1999 world's fair, the wooden money, the Chamber of Commerce also distributes a newsletter that is 
always so full of interesting tales of the old west, the Indian history, and the notes for the future of the Two Guns village. Newsletter 
number 7 in 1970 really gave a glowing report on the makings of real plans for the 1999 event! Old Two Guns, old Indian ruins and 
lots of space have been there for years, now they are adding a new super highway and many new buildings, and are really getting 
ready for the future. This idea takes on the proportions of the lowly acorn made a mighty oak tree. C of C manager likens it to the 
big 747 Jets, they were not build in a day, now are world fair sites. He also states that all the wooden money down through the years 
will still be good at anytime or anyplace in Two Guns, even in 1999 during the world's fair, For collectors of the wooden money 
series, and also to collectors of history of the old west, there is a book available from the trading post entitled “Two Guns, Arizona” 
and is an in-depth study of the past history of this interesting place. It is written by Gladwell Richardson, one of Arizona's famous 
historians, and is dedicated to Mr. Dreher, a true westerner with the past to remember, and the future to preserve, The book is a 
hardback issue, and features a center section made up of fourteen pictures ranging from early Indian portraits taken from the Arizona 
Pioneer's Historical Society scrapbook to a portrait of Mr. Dreher examining a skull with a bullet hole in it that was found in one of 
the caves in the Two Guns area. The historical facts in the book is a combination of many facts from many books, including the Los 
Angeles Times-Mirror Press in 1928, and Leo Crane's book, Indians of the Painted Desert. Some of the book was also secured from 
the legal records of Yavapai, Coconino, Navajo and Apache county libraries, and with great interest and long hours of research is 
printed for an enduring record of the little outpost on Route 66 who is going to have a world's fair in 1999! 
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THE GHOSTLY QUINCY, OHIO 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, January 1973, by Wendell Momingstar 

Back in 1960 when I received my copy of the “Guide Book of Wooden Money” by Emil DiBella, I began to 'look for this and 
that' town without too much success. I recall Mr. DiBella listing Quincy, Ohio 1939. 

I recall as a young man I used to go to Quincy quite often and fish from the banks of the Miami, River. Quincy isn't a large town 
with one block of stores and maybe 40 houses. Today most of these store's are out of business. A confectionary, hardware, beer 
parlor and a barber shop still do business. A Town Hall still stands, but being the quiet town it is the Mayor does not need to be in his 
office as the Mayor did in the 30's. Back then, the Town Hall was a place where the town’s people and farmers used to loaf as well 
as hold their town meetings. 

Hudson’s book came out in 1965 still listing Quincy, Ohio. I recall the bi-monthly sessions George Camp, Wm. Baab and I used 
to have. Quincy, Ohio was often our topic of discussion. Among' the three of us it was generally decided Quincy didn't issue a 
wooden nickel. Our thoughts were if they had, certainly one collector of wooden money would have one of these in his collection. 
Many times I have discussed this with Hudson thru letters. After many visits there, I was told Quincy never held an event to have 
issued a wooden nickel. 

Thru research I found-at least one I.O.W.M.C. member owns a Quincy, Ohio 1939. On November 10th I went to Quincy deter- 
mined to locate this piece. The first place I went was to the Town Hall where I planned to speak with the Mayor. His office was 
locked so I went next door, to the Barber Shop, and. asked how I could get in touch with the Mayor. I was told he was seldom in his 
office. I explained why. I wished to see him, not knowing the barber, Mr. Cox, had taken an active part in the Centennial 
Celebration. He informed me the Mayor couldn't help me as he wasn't even born at that time. Most of those who were 40 in 1939 
are. No longer around today at this was 34 years ago. Mr. Cox left his shop and took me next door to see another, man, .a hardware 
keeper, who had also been active at the time of the celebration. The owner stated he didn't know who I would talk to but that they did 
issue a wooden nickel. Walking over to his vault, he pulled out a small drawer and there were the above pieces. I don't 'mind telling 
you this collector actually got sick to his stomach. Between the two they decided to send me to the confectionery and Mr. Cox went 
with me. No luck as the owner of the confectionery didn’t recall seeing any of the wooden nickels. Back to the barber shop we went. 
Mr. Cox got on the phone and called numerous former participants of the event. 

At last he called one resident who claimed to have four. I was so excited I even forgot to thank Mr. Cox for all his help. I drove to 
the house and the gent was eagerly waiting at the door as he had been told I would pay $25.00 each. To my surprise he did have four 
woods, Bellefontaine, Ohio 1968. When he was told this was not what I was looking for he became quite angry. He was then told 
what they were and when issued, but he insisted he had kept them since 1939. I was able to show him the date but he wasn't 
convinced until he got out his magnifying glass. 

However, the lady of the house was very kind and she suggested I go across the street, which I did. I learned this man did have at 
least one but they weren't for sale at any price, not even $100.00. This man is far from being hard up. He doesn't have to sell and 
never will. But what hurts me, is when this gent is called away these pieces will end up in the waste basket without doing anyone any 
good. However, they are his to do with as he sees fit. 

I went back to the Barber shop and Mr. Cox called more persons for me. At least thirty residents were contacted during the entire 
ordeal. Finally he sent me to see his sister who had been the Queen of the event. While she could still serve as a Queen in an event, 
she had no wood. 

Members, if there is one Quincy, Ohio wooden nickel at Quincy, certainly no one knows of it other than the one mentioned 
above. But they were issued. Without finding a single piece for my collection I really enjoyed my day there. Try this on a city in 
your area that has issued a rare item. You' will see what I mean.

WINTER MAN FOUND DEAD AFTER FIRE IN HIS HOUSE 

Sawyer County Record 

The body of an 84-year-old Winter area resident, Harold Kingery, was discovered Dec. 27 under the debris of a fire which 
destroyed his house at 6977W Fadness Road off Highway W approximately five miles north of Winter on Dec. 25. Sawyer County 
Chief Deputy Brigette Kornbroke said today (Dec. 31) that Kingery’ s death and the cause of the fire are “not suspicious in nature. 
The cause of the fire at this time is believed to be from a heat source within the residence.” 

The fire was reported Christmas night, Dec. 25, when the Sawyer County Sheriffs Office received a 911 call at 9:59 p.m. 
regarding the house fire. The Winter Fire Department along with Round Lake and Radisson fire departments, Sawyer County 
deputies and a Winter ambulance crew responded to the scene. Flames were reported to be engulfing the residence. While the fire 
was being extinguished, an investigation ensued into the whereabouts of Harold Kingery, who lived alone at the residence. The state 
fire marshall’s office was contacted and directed personnel to the scene. Fire crews worked endlessly putting out the fire and digging 
through debris. After an almost two-day search, Kingery was found deceased under the debris in the house on Dec. 27.

ROCKY FORD, COLORADO - WATERMELON DAY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, December 1971, by Herman L. Boraker 
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In 1871 A. Russell and George W. Swink came from Illinois and built a general store on the south bank of the Arkansas River at a 
point northwest of the-present site of Rocky Ford, Colorado. The bed of the river has in most places much quicksand, so the rocky 
bed, which came to be known as Rocky Ford, -was a much-used crossing. Indians had crossed here for many years, and Kit Carson, 
pioneer scout, is said to have given it the name "Rocky Ford". - 

Built on the south side of the river, the store was a long room, constructed of split cottonwood logs set in the ground on and, 
covered with poles and dirt. A small room was added on the rear and served as a shop. 

As the community increased in number, this store became a center for business, social and religious life.. Here settlers took refuge 
in time of Indian "scare. 

Because lumber was scarce and unavailable, the Swink home and Russell hotel were built of adobe. 

The store thrived, so Swink set about starting a cattle business, which was the real reason he had come west. He also begun 
farming in a small way, using a unique irrigation system. He had his boys bring water from the river and fill barrels, which he set in 
convenient places. When it was time to irrigate, he removed the bungs from the barrels and guided the water over his land in small 
ditches. 

Things were well under way, when a government agent appeared and brought news that the settlers had no right to this land, which 
was not part of the St. Vrain Grant, as they had believed. The area was open for settlement only under government claims — 
homestead, timber or preemption. 

This was a blow to these pioneers, but they began looking into tl matter of government claims. This was just at the time that the 
Santa Fe railroad was extending its line to Pueblo, Colorado. Naturally, the settlers wanted to be near the railroad. 

So the village of Rocky Ford, which contained three homes, one hotel, the store and a blacksmith shop, was moved three miles 
south in 1876. First permanent home was that built by Mr. Swink for his family. In the same year Rocky Ford was put on the map by 
the placing of a post office here. 

The first Watermelon Day was held in 1878 when Mr. Swink shared his bountiful crop with trainmen and all passengers on the 
Santa Fe train. The melons were cut on a box car door. The observance was held in this way for several years before being moved to 
a grove north of town, where the old Liberty school did stand. Later it was moved to the present site of the fairgrounds. 

Mrs. Wattle Swink Lamon, born June 1, 1874, was the first white child born in old Rocky Ford. She and her younger sister, Mrs. 
Belle Daring, are the only living children of George W. Swink, founder of Rocky Ford. 

Mrs. Daring has attended all but one of the 94 Watermelon Days originated by 'her father. In 1910, she accompanied her father, 
who was ill, to the Mayo. Clinic at Rochester, Minnesota, and so was not present for Watermelon Day. 

She almost single-handedly saved the continuity of Watermelon Day on two occasions. Because of financial difficulties, the 
Arkansas Valley Fair Association decided not to have a fair or Watermelon Day in 1929. With only 48 hours in which to work, Mrs. 
Daring spearheaded a movement that made the 52 nd Watermelon Day a. reality in 1929. 

Again in 1942, there almost wasn't a Watermelon Day because of the war. Again Mrs. Daring wasn't about to let the tradition 
lapse, so the 65 th Watermelon Day was held and enjoyed by a crowd that filled the grandstand and bleachers. 

1972 will see the celebration of the 95 th Watermelon Day.... the oldest continuous celebration in Colorado. 

Like many famous events,. Rocky Ford's Watermelon Day has been commemorated by the issuance of a wooden nickel.... in the 
shape of a watermelon. 

The thought of issuing a wooden nickel to commemorate the 72 nd Watermelon Day festival came to me early in 1948. 

The newly formed Arkansas Valley Coin Club seemed like a good prospect to sponsor the issuance of the wooden nickel. So I 
offered the thought to the club at the June 14, 1949 meeting. A letter from the Mengel Company, of Louisville, Kentucky dated May 
23, 1949, was read to the club. Prices were quoted for 8" x 10" cloth-backed veneer, paper-backed or veneer not backed with 
anything. The price for the first two types of veneer was 150 per square foot for extra pieces, rejects, etc. 

The club voted for me to go ahead with the idea. On July 1, 1949 I ordered enough plain maple, cloth-backed veneer to make 3,000 
pieces 2 1 A” x 4Vi\ On July 1 1 th I received 250 square feet of veneer at a cost of $37.50. 

I borrowed a cut of a watermelon from the Burrell Seed Co. and had the Rocky Ford Tribune order a steel die, which was used to 
cut out the nickels the shape of a watermelon. The print shop charged $10.50 for the use of one of their presses. I done all of the 
press work without charge.... as I had worked for the print shop prior to going into the military service in 1942. 

The nickels were finished and made available to club members at the August 14 th meeting of the club. Club members bought over 
400, the Fair Board purchased 300 to put in their visitor packets that they gave to out-of- town guests, Rocky Ford merchants bought 
600 to give out to their customers and other sales accounted for over 300 more. The Arkansas Valley Coin Club's treasury book 
shows that $12.00 was received from a coin dealer in Georgia on April 12, 1950. 1 believe this was for the remainder of the wooden 
nickels. 

After 22 years I cannot recall the total number of nickels printed... but I believe it was close to 3,000 that was originally planned. 

The issuance of the Watermelon wooden nickel was not a big financial success for the club, but at least Watermelon Day was 
commemorated on wood. 

I know not where all of the nickels are, but I do know one is seldom offered for sale. 
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The Charleston Coin Club has issued a wooden nickel for the their 
2013 coin show, which was held Novermber 2 nd & 3 rd , 2013. The 
“Indian” wooden nickel, in black ink, has the show information on 
the obverse. They can be ordered for 500 each, plus a SASE (be sure 
to include ample postage). Send orders to: Don Clifford, Charleston 
Coin Club, PO Box 65, St. Albans, WV 25177.
